The bulla was reimpressed 
on another, and as a result the text and image are difficult to identify.

Good 
imprint and well-preserved bulla.

Between two borders of dots the invocation starting from above: 
-K€ROHOEITOCOAOV AO. Within the enclosed circle three letters are inscribed: 
A, N and A above. 

Rev. Inscription of four lines beginning and ending with an equal-armed cross is placed 
within three borders of dots (the middle one composed of larger pellets): + TPH | 
ΓΟΡΗΟ | CoVOCA | AA + 

Most of the letters are well-preserved and legible. The eight letters of the homonym 
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ΓΡΗΓΟΡΗΟ are inscribed in the first two lines after the cross. The third line contains five 
letters CoVOCA with a dot between the first and the second letter. In the last four line there 
are only two letters: A, enclosed by colons, and A. The inscription ends with a cross sign. 
One of the possible variants is the following: + Κ(ύρι)ε βοήθει τῷ σῷ δούλῳ Γρηγόρηος 
υἷός Aa(vi)8- 

The three letters on the obverse can be related with the origin of this Gregorios, son of 
David, from the ethnonym AXXa vog. 

The Dumbarton Oaks Collection [ Fogg, A. M., 322] contains a seal of Gregorios 
Alanos as a private person dated to the XIth c.

In my previous publication, I proposed the name Ovpoevi(w). In his review W. Siebt 
(BZ, 101, S. 820), assumes the possibility of the proper name to be Μουσελί(ῳ). The newly 
discovered third specimen completely solves the dilemma. The name Χουσένης most likely 
could be understood as Ar. husayn (demin. of hasan) “dear”, “beautiful”, a well-known 
Muslim name (on other variants of the name Aysayn in Byzantine sources, see Moravesik,

John Ises from our seal can be identified with John Ises attested in History of John 
Kinnamos. The following is mentioned for the years 1164/1165 in connection to the invasion 
of the Hungarians in the city of Zeugme: 

"Prior to the outbreak of war in all areas, he sent a notable army to aid it, under the 
generals Michael Gabras and Joseph Bryenios, under whom others of the most distinguished 
ofthe Romans were placed, John whom they surname Angelus, a man of military experience, 
and John Ises [‘is4], a Turk by birth who had participated in Roman upbringing and way of 
life" (see Kinnamus, p. 179). 

The coincidence of names, dating and place of action makes it very likely that the owner 
of the seals found near the village of Melnitsa, Elhovo region, and Syrmium and John Ises 
from the Kinnamos’ history are identical. The discovery of the specimen in Syrmium must 
have been in connection with the described events while the one to an unknown addressee in 
the fortress near Melnitsa may have had various occasions. Passing through there or preparing 
his expedition in the interior of the empire he must have written to the local commander of 


the garrison, the local prelate or to his colleague who sojourned there.

Adrian Komnenos, the brother of Emperor Alexios I Komnenos, was attested on 
the seals in Bulgaria in his capacity as protosebastos and grand domestikos of the West. 
He is represented as a private person on the seal under discussion here thus posing the 
question of its dating: whether it was before his brother's enthronement or parallel with 
his other positions. Provided it was before his brother's enthronement, it should be dated 
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before 1081. Its receipt in Preslav is no problem. The correspondence of his brother Alexios 
Komnenos grand domestikos of the west was also received here before 1081. Who was 
their recipient? Alexios komnenos's recipient is easy to explain: some local representative 
of the authorities for coordination of the hostilities. But who was the recipient of Adrian 
Komnenos's correspondence? 

Of course, it is quite possible that the seal of Adrian as a private person was parallel 
with his seals as grand domestikos!

I read originally Μαρούλη. In accordance with a proposal of Panchenko, A.-K 
Wassiliou preferred as a family name Μαρούληκ, as on the Hermitage seals (M-972) a 
Kappa seems to follow the Eta at the end of the name, and also in the monogram we could 
find a Kappa. D. Theodoridis confirms this reading on the basis of an excellent seal in his 
collection and agrees for a connection with Croatian Mrulic( see Theodoridis, D, Das Rátsel 
um den “byzantinischen” Familiennamen MapovAnx.-BZ, 100, 2007, 177-187).

Provided the restoration of the proper name is correct, Schlumberger, Sig., p.684 
has published a private seal of a certain Blastos Pakourianos. Since there is no illustration, 
various readings have been proposed.

I am ignorant of such a family name. The owner of the seal να was son of the 
Pavlikianos which is expressed by the suffix poulos! 

Who was he? The seal was dated generally to the second half of the XIth c. 

There are seals of the sons of representatives of various ethnic groups: Armenopoulos, 
Ivropoulos, etc. However the case here is not of a representative of an ethnos but of a member 
of a sect banned by the church or even persecuted. Many sources mention the names of 
certain Pavlikians, for example the rebellion of Leka the Pavlikian, i. e. a man so well-known 
in the society that there was no need to mention his name. The question arises: which society 
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was this? The seal might have been intended for those who knew his father, for example the 


Pechenegs, etc. 
Thus this Pavlikian must have lived in the first half of the XIth c.

In his review (BZ.101, S.823), W. Seibt specifies that the overstrike is of Eusthatios 
Brabylenos.

If we assume that the above 
seal belonged to Synesios Brabylenos the connection between the two groups of seals is 
interesting: belonging to two relatives or brothers.

The authors of the cited publication report that the restoration of the missing letters is 
done on the basis of a better preserved specimen found at the same place. 

The overstriking itselt is interesting. The seal of Argyros Phorbenos is later than that 
of sebastos George Palaiologos and therefore its dating is to 1094 at the earliest. It is also 
interesting whether the overstriking was intentional as a confirmation of a received order by 
the sebastos or it was accidental due to the lack of a blank. If the letter was returned to the 
sebastos it means that he sojourned in the fortress near the village of Tatul, a fact which the 
authors of the cited publication want to prove. 

Nothing is known about Argyros Phorbenos. His name is not found in the sources. 
Representatives of the family Erphorbenos are more often reported in narrative sources. It is 
a case perhaps of one and the same family. And yet Φο]ρβινὸς is inscribed on the seal. 

The Dumbarton Oaks Collection contains a seal of George Phorbenos with the title 
kouropalates:

The person of this Euphemia is difficult to identify. Her seal is private. We do not know 
whether she was a secular person or a nun. The rare image of St. Euphemia is also interesting 
(for the cult to her, see REB, 15, 61-66). The only known church by her name was located 
in Chalcedon in Asia Minor. It existed until XIVth c. and was destroyed by the Turks (see 
Janin, Les eglises, 31-33). 

The dating of the seal is generally to the second half of the XIth c. and the last quarter is 
also acceptable. We do not know to whom in Anchialos she wrote and in what capacity, but 
we should take into consideration that the metropolitan of Chalcedon Leo was in exile here. 
It is possible that he was the addressee of this correspondence.

The data are insufficient for identification of the owner of the seal with a personage 
from narrative sources.

The data from the bulla of Nicephoros are insufficient for identification with a personage 
from narrative sources. We cannot say anything specific for the owner of the understruck seal 
due to the incomplete text but there must have been a connection between the two persons. 
The seal of Nicephoros has a metrical text and is dated generally to the second half of the 
XIth c. with a possible precise dating in the last quarter. The seal of Nicholas from the 
understrike should also be attributed within these chronological boundaries. 

The connection between the owners of these two seals could be assumed. 

The simplest explanation is that Nicephoros did not have a blank at his disposal and used a 
casual old bulla to seal his correspondence to Sozopolis. 

It is also possible that it was a kind of sign in the correspondence between Nicephoros 
and its recipient in Sozopolis. It could be assumed that the recipient was Nicholas himself 
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and the overstriking was a confirmation that his correspondence was really received. Or if 
we have to continue the fictional assumptions, a third individual could have sojourned in 
Sozopolis acquainted or related somehow to Nicephoros and Nicholas who must have been 
informed for the exchanged correspondence between the three by this overstriking.

[t is difficult to determine who this Chrysos was and how his ring seal happen to be in 
Bulgaria. The Bulgarian boyar Dobromir Chrysos, who was connected with the Byzantines, 
is known from sources. But whether the ring is his is an open question. The text is like the 
other Bulgarian seals and as it seams is translated from Bulgarian into Greek. 


C. Monogrammatic Seals. 


[t includes seals whose owners’ names were inscribed by monograms. They are basically 
dated to the VIth-VIIth centuries, but there are some from the XIIth-XIIIth centuries too. 
They are mostly seals on which only the homonym is inscribed by a monogram, but there 
are also some exceptions where the title of the owner is also inscribed. Another characteristic 
feature of the monogrammatic seals is connected with their identification. It is very difficult 
and at the same time multi-variant. The same monogram at the lack ofa parallel could be read 
in a number of different ways. For this reason such multi-variant readings and incomplete 
monograms have been included in a separate second part of the research.

We define them as anonymous because the name of the owner is not inscribed on 
them. For the recipient of the correspondence to which they were attached the owner was 
not anonymous at all. It is also an interesting fact that correspondence sealed with the same 
anonymous seals was received in various settlements in the territory of modern Bulgaria 
and it is assumed that it was addressed to various recipients. Their arrangement did not 
follow any specific order. And yet it strikes that the anonymous seals predominate in certain 
settlements. Probably this is due to some chronological principle. Active correspondence 
was received there when the anonymous seals were in fashion.

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Chapter Seven 


SEALS OF INCOMPLETE TEXT 


This part of the research includes seals of incomplete texts or texts which cannot be 
deciphered. 

A portion of the presented seals of preserved proper names have been arranged in 
alphabetical order of these names. The rest have been documented by their serial number. 

Their inclusion into the research is more than desirable. Most of them originate from 
specified settlements and their data is significant for the history of these settlements. It is 
also implied that my possibilities of deciphering are limited; perhaps the other colleagues, 
my contemporaries or successors, would have the chance to locate other better-preserved 
specimens or would be able to decipher these texts which have remained widely anonymous 
in the present research. 

The part also includes newly-entered seals which were not completely deciphered at the 
first moment. After their complete reading they were moved and included in the appropriate 
chapters but their numbers have been preserved here.

Leaving aside the fact that the text is fragmentary and incomplete, the main question is 
regarding the purpose of this copper plate. Obviously it is not a lead seal and was not affixed 
to its owner's correspondence. However, it is also clear that it was struck in a boulloterion 
as the other lead seals. 

What was the purpose? Was it to test the boulloterion before it was used? But then 
why on this carefully shaped plate? The fact that it is worn by use (probably as a monetary 
sign) attests that it was perhaps in circulation along with the other coins. If we have to find 
its place in the copper nominal used at the market in this period (Xth-XIth c.), the closest 
analogies in weight are the cast imitative coins manufactured and spread in the region of the 
Lower Danube (see Hopnanos, U. Panna φορΜΗ Ha MOHETHO ΠΡΟΗΞΒΟΠΟΤΡΟ (XI-XII B.) B 
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Öbsırapeknte 3emn.- Hyuusvamuka, 2, 1980, 4-16). The future finds will determine whether 
this plate was as a result of the need of monetary signs or was an ordinary test plate.

The original publisher of the specimen assumes that it is an imperial seal of Basil I (867- 
886) and that precisely this emperor is represented on the obverse. The Byzantine imperial 
seals from the IXth c. have a specific iconography with images of Christ on the obverse and 
an emperor on the reverse. In this case, there is a bust of St. Michael on the obverse and an 
inscription of three lines on the reverse. 

I have not had the chance to work with the original from Bucharest and the Dumbarton 
Oaks specimen is in a poor state of preservation but according to its iconography and overall 
appearance the bulla cannot be dated earlier than the XIth c. 

The title and position of the owner of the seal, despotes, is indeed problematic for the 
interpretation. This title is found on the seals of the Byzantine emperors and the Bulgarian 
ruler Peter I in the second half of the Xth c. (see Jordanov, Corpus, 64-65). Cant this seal 
be attributed to the period when Basil II was only a nominal ruler? 

Since it is not an imperial seal, the other possibility is to be an ecclesiastical seal. Then 
title despotes is attested in the church hierarchy, though much later.

The dating of the seal according to the paleography and the overall text is generally to 
the last quarter of the XIIth c. 

The name of Basil Batatzes as gambros of the Emperor and the dignity of sebastos 
and the post of dux and anagrapheus of the themes Mylasa and Melanoudion is reported in 
a document dated 1159 and preserved in the Patmos monastery. where the text of the seal is 
reproduced. Probably this is the same Basil Batatzes, dux of the Thrakesion and domestikos 
ofthe East, who married the first cousin of Isaakios II (Choniates, 522-523) As a domestikos 
of the Occident, Basil Batatzes led the imperial army against the Bulgarians, but was killed 
in the battle near Arkadiopolis ca. 1193. Basil Batatzes was probably the father of the future 
emperor John III of Nikaea (Polemys, Doukas, p.107). 

Basil Batatzes is reported only by the title sebastos on our seal, which renders difficult 
its exact dating. It could be dated before the period 1189-1193 but itis possible to be attributed 
to this period as well.
